REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest the combination of the claimed method 

of forming a flexible pouch having a straw pierceable dimple as amended and supported by the 

reasons provided in the remarks of the amendment filed on 08/15/2006. 

In particular, the prior art of record fails to disclose the combination of the claimed 

method of forming a flexible pouch having a straw piereable dimple, comprising among other 

steps the step of providing a web of material with a registration mark and a circular locating 
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indicia for identifying a straw pierceable portion of the pouch, the step of molding the straw 
dimple by compressing the web material between male and female molds, so that the cross 
section thickness of the dimple become less than the cross sectional thickness of the web of 
material outside the locating indicia, nor the step of forming the flexible pouch while the straw 
pierceable dimple is positioned near an upper edge of the flexible pouch, see for example Figs. 1,
